DISASTER OVERTAKES - 
~~ WRANGEL'S ARMY 


FORCED TO EVACUATE SEBAS- 
TOPOL—MAY HAVE TO GET 
AWAY -FROM THE CRIMEA 


London, ‘Nov. 14.—Reuter’s Paris 
correspondent today says it ig re- 
ported that the Bolshevik captured 
Sebastopol Sunday night. 

London,. Nov. 14.—A: blockade . of 
the Russian Black Sea coast has been 
declared, according to a Constantt- 
nople despatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph company. ‘ 

British destroyers have begun pat- 
rolling the sea to prevent the Bolshe- 
vik ‘communicating with the Turkish 
coasts. . ; 

Sebastopol advices under date of 
Sunday ‘made no mention of the cap- 
ture of the city by the Bolsheviki. 

London, Nov. 14.—General Wran- 
gel has telegraphed to General 
Townshend, who commanded the 
British forces at Kut-Hl-Amara, ask- 
ing him to take charge of Wrangel’s 
forces in the Crimea. - General 
Townshend is considering the matter. 

Constantinople, Nov. 14.—The army 
of. General Wrangel, the anti-Bolshe- 
vik leader in South Russia, has been 
wiped out, ang a number of his gener- 
als have committed suicide. 

A mob in Sebastopol has pillaged 
the American Red Cross stocks. The 
United States torpedo boat destroyers 
at Sebastopol are evacuating officers 
and their families. The United 
States destroyer Humphreys has gone 
to Yalta to take off the Red Cross 
supplies. : 
-The United States transport Far- 
lay has arrived hete with three hun- 
dred sick and wounded who were car- 
ed for by the American Red Cross. 
It is said that the Reds were joine’ 
by some Ukrainians in spreading 
terror among the populace in the 
Crimea. 

FRENCH ALSO 
LEND ASSISTANCE 

Paris, November 14.—The French 
warships Waldeck-Rousseau and 
Provence are aiding in the evacua- 
tion of Sebastopol, says a Havas 
despatch and are making special 
arrangements for the care of mili-‘ 
tary misisons and the French colony. 
Measures are also under way for the 
protection of members of the 
Wrangel government from Bolshevik 
reprisals. 3 
POWER OF RESISTANCE BROKEN 


Constantinople, November 14.—The 
resistance of General Wrangel's army 
in the Crimea has been broken and 
his troops are fleeing in utter con- 
fusion, after fighting heroically on the 
lines about Perekop. Headquarters 
here of General Wrangel confirmed 
reports that his “white” army cannot 
hold the Crimea. The Allied authori- 
ties here are requisitioning all avail- 
able buildings along the Bosphorus 
and the shelters and barracks on 
Prince's Island in the Sva of Marmora 
to house refugees expected to arrive 
from the Crimea. 

Premier Krivochin of General 
Wrangel’s government arrived here 
yesterday to arrange for the trans- 
port of women, children and wounded 
from the Crimea. He said the pos- 
sibility of a general evacuation of the 
Crimea could not be excluded and 
that everything was being done to 
save the remnants of General Wran- 
gel’s army. 

“Fvacuation will be extremely dif- 
ficult,” Premier Krivochin declared, 
“put we have opened pour parlee, to 
establish conditions regarding evacu- 
ations.”

EMBARGO DOES NOT 
APPLY TO FAT CATTLE 


Anybody Who Wants To Take A 
Chance Can Send Cattle Across For 
Immediate Slaughter. 


A statement appeared in the press 
a short time ago to the effect that all 
classes of cattle are excluded from 
Great Britain, even for immediate 
slaughter. As this statement was at 
variance with the opinions which 
most people held on the subject, W. 
F. Stevens, secretary of the Stock 
Growers’ Protective association, took 
up the question with a personal 
friend in Great Britain and asked for 
definite information on the subject. 

Mr. Stephens is in receipt of a 
reply to his inquiry, which states that 
the embargo applies only against 
cattle that are intended for feeding 
purposes. All others are admitted, 
but must be slaughtered immediately 
after arrival, and the abbatoirs at 
which the slaughtering takes place is 
connected with the docks where the 
animals are unloaded. The purpose 
of this arrangement was to reduce the 
danger of contagion should disease 
be -present amongst the animals un- 
loaded. 

The impression that cattle ‘of no 
kind would be admitted even for 
immediate slaughter probably got 
abroad owing to the fact that during 
the war it was impossible to ship 
live cattle to Great Britain. This, 
however, was not because of the em- 
bargo, but because Great Britain 
had commandeered all of the shipping 
space, and that this was required for 
transporting commodities more ur: 
gently needed,

OIL TANKS ON 
STEAMER EXPLODE 


THREATENING VANCOUVER 
WATERFRONT 
B.C., 
threatened 


November 13.— 
Vancouver's 
entire waterfront, broke out at 4 
o'clock this morning aboard the 
steamer Ballena, owned by the Ter- 
minal Steam Navigation Co. The 
Ballona was burned to the  avater's 
edge and sank, while considerable 
damage was done to the Bowena, her 
sister ship. The loss will total $200,- 
000. 

Twelve of her crew were asleep on 
the Ballena, but all were rescued ex- 
cept Lawrence Smith, night fireman, 
who was suffocated. Four of the 
stewards were huddled for some time 
at the stern of the ship and _ were 
rescued by a passing tug. 

One hundred barrels of oil in the 
Ballena’s fuel tanks took fire and 
blew out, the fire spreading among 
small shipping and under nearby 
wharves. The entire fire department 
worked three hours before the flames 
were subdued.

PREMIER MEIGHEN 
| IN RED DEER 


Stops Off For Fifteen 
Greet Citizens. 


Minutes to 


Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, pre- 
mier of Canada, the Hon. James M. 
Calder, and Mrs. Meighen stopped off 
at Red Deer on Thursday noon for fif- 
teen minutes on their way to Edmon- 
ton, and they were given a splendid 
reception by hundreds of citizens who 
thronged the station to greet the 
chieftain on his journey 
through the banner province of Cana- 
da. The Premier’s party was ac- 
companied by H. J. Woods, of the 
Calgary Herald, and T. M. Tweedie, 
M. P. for Calgary. Hon. ‘Duncan 
Marsball and, we understand, Mayor 
Clark, of Edmonton; were also on 
the train. 

The Premier was greeted by Mayor 
W. E. Lord on the platform of the 
freight shed, which had been decorat- 
ed by Messrs. Payne, Botterill, 
Stephenson, and a few others of the 
old guard, for the occasion, and 
hearty cheers were given for the Pre- 
mier, Mrs. Meighen, and for Hon. Mr. 
Calder. 

The Mayor made a very nice ad- 
dress, congratulating the Premier on 
the success of his trip through the 
west, telling him of Red Deer’s loyal- 
ty to the Crown in sending a. thousand 
of her sons to the war; and spoke of 
the great pleasure it gave him, as 
Mayor, to welcome him to our city. 
on behalf of the citizens. 

The Boy Scouts, with their bugle 
band, under the leadership of Scout- 
master Callender and assistant Scout- 
masters DD. P. Muir and James Muir, 
gave a right royal welcome to the 
party as the train yolled in,and were 
heartily congratulated by the Pre- 
mier ‘during his address, when he said 
two of is own boys were to be found 
in the ranks of the Scouts. 

The Premier, in his brief address, 
thankeq the people for the hearty 
manner in which they had welcomed 
them. He spoke of the armistice two 
years ago, and the way the news was 
received by the .world at that time. 
He spoke of the great Canadian army, 
the indomitable spirit displayed by 
our soldiers trom the beginning to 
the end of the war. He sympathized 
with those who had been bereaved. 
He said no branch of the great army 
had been quicker to respond to the 
call than the men of Western Cana- 
da. The services and loyalty, he 
said, of every lover of his country 


‘was as much required at the present 


time to uphold the highest standard 
of Canadian nationality, of British 
allegiance, of patriotic service, as dur- 
ing the great war. He spoke of the 
object of his visit to the west, which 
was totell the people their. plans, and 
to give their reasons why they held 
to them, leaving the decision to the 
people. 

After the address, the Premier and 
Mr. Calder shook hands with a great 
number of the crowd. The Premier 
renewed old friendships with Miss 
McEntyre and Mrs. Taggart, whom 
he had known back in the early days,

REV. COLLIER’S ADDRESS.

AT MEN’S BROTHERHOOD, 
SUNDAY AFTERNOON LAST 


The speaker at- the Men’s Brother- 
hood last Sunday afternoon was Rev: * 
A. C. Colller, M.A., of ‘St. Luke's 
Church, who took for his  subject’’ 
‘The Changing Order.” The speaker. 
first noted the changed attitude of | 
mind which men are bringing to the 
problems of life. This is instanced’: 
by the rigorous criticism to which all 
Institutions and customs are. being“ 
subjected. Neither authority, tradition. | 
nor sanctity render any existent in-' 
stitution immune from this spirit of: 
investigation and testing. Among the 
causes of this critical attitude the-: 
higher standard of knowledge, the 
facilities for travel. and the ex-:' 
change of ideas, the great value uni- . 
versally placed on education, _ are 
among the most powerful. Then the 
consolidation of- the forces under- 
stood by the term “Labor,” and the- 
Great War produced the occasion 
which brought to the surface a spirit 
already working in society. What is : 
the outlook for religion in this day of - 
rapid change and adjustment? The 
speaker confessed that he had ex- 
pected some religious revival in the © 
early days of the war, but in common 
with many others had failed to see 
anything corresponding to this expec- 
tation. ; 

It seemed indisputable that despite « 
many individual exceptions there was * 
a marked religious decline and a lack | 
of vitality and influence in the church. 
Some regarded this as the beginning 
of the end, and freely proclaimed the 
speedy extinction of all religion in 
the triumph of reason over supersti- 
tion. The speaker strongly dissent- 
ed from this estimate of our times, 
and showed the part that religion had. 
played in the development of society. . 
With some notable exceptions, such 
as the French Revolution, which were 
capable of explanation, the religious | 
motive and aspirations had been one 
of the strongest detriments of the 
thought and activity of war. Relig- | 
ion: would not perish from the earth. 
What then was the outlook? Mr. Col- ! 
lier reviewed some of the most im- 
portant religious revivals and pointed | 
out that they were the result of the . 
application of a new, or newly-empha- . 
ized, ready to meet the need of a: 

anged outlook. The churcn today: : 
was laboring under the difficulty : 
that the critical had outrun the con- 
structive faculty, and the great task 
now awaiting the church was the ex- 
pression of religion in a form which 
was consistent with the knowledge 
«nd aspiration of the 20th century. : 


The theory of evolution and the rise :):° 
of historical criticism had, changed-:'" 


the method and matter of all branches 


of knowledge, and. it was unthinkable 
that religious knowledge and expres- 


sion should alone remain static. The 


forms in which men’ expressed their 


religious conceptions in the first four 
centuries or in the 16th century would 
not suffice for the needs of the pres- 
ent day. But, said the speaker, this 
requirement will be forthcoming. 
Already the work had been begun. In 
reviewing the epochs of the past 
the speaker said that it was possible 
to scme extent to estimate the ‘cours- 
es, to see the contribution of indivi- 
dual men and groups of men, to judge 
the force of certain ideas, but after 
this process was exhausted there was 
always left an unexplained factor 
which gave to the movements mean- 
ing and coherence. This opened the 
door for the man of faith to see the 
spirit of God ever enlightening and 
guiding men. Looking to the future 
it is impossible to prophecy. We 
can only imperfectly understand, par- 
tially control and dimly forecast 
these movements. But amongst the 
features that would mark the relig- 
ion of the future would be reality, 
expression that -harmonised with ex- 
perience, universality, toleration and 
service. 

A very interesting, critical and use- 
ful discussion followed the eddress, 
in which EB. G. Johns, H. J. Snell, W. 
H. F. Harris, A. R. Gibson and Rev. 
G. D. Armstrong took a part.

If a politican wants space in a 
paper today. he pays for it just as a 
grocer might. In the recent discus- 
sions over prohibition, the drys paid 
for space in the press, and so did the 
wets. 

Our great dailies are no longer 
champions of parties or organs or 
individuals. They are rather great 
impersonal institutions for circulat- 
ing what,is known as news. News 
of general interest goes in certain 
columns, the best and nost interest- 
ing news goes in the advertising col- 
umns. 

Never in a hundred years has the 
weekly paper occupied the place it 
has today in the hearts of the people. 

It takes a fortune to launch and 
finance one of the big dailies; but the 
weekly paper is an institution which 
can be financed upon a comparatively 
small capital. It is not the money in 
a weekly paper which makes it impor- 
tant in a community; it is the brains 
behind the thing, the heart, the per- 
sonality. 

It is not the circulation of the 
weekly paper which makes ita great 
force in the community, it is the 
policy of the paper, the character of 
the men associated with it. 

While the great dailies publish 
long accounts of the doings of the 
chancellories of Europe, the modern, 
well-edited weekly confines its atten- 
tion to valuable work nearer at hand. 

Its field is near to the earth. It does 
not deal in international politics, but 
does the job well which is at hand. 

The day of the bitter fight as be- 
tween Grit and Tory has gone forever. 
Whether this or that party should be 
in power does not disturb the editor 
of 1920. But there are vital problems 
dealt with in the rural press, the 
weekly press, which the great jour- 
nals rarely ‘discuss. And here are

They keep down near to the hearts 
of the people. do the weekly papers, 
and near to the earth. Their editors 
speak in a language all of us can un- 
derstand. 
If there are among editors today 
leaders of public opinion, you will 
find a higher percentage of them 
among the men of the weekly press. 
Free from the entangling influences 
of the great cities, aloof from sordid 
commercialism. their expressions are 
more likely to be those of free and 
unbiassed thinkers and observers who 
are each day in personal touch with 
the men and women of the commun- 
ity. 
Citizens can perform no_ better 
community service than that of sup- 
porting the local press. 
And that support must not be lim- 
ited to the spending of money upon 
advertising space or subscriptions, 
Lut must be to an extent personal 
and,from the heart.

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BRITAIN HONORS 
HER DEAD 


Enormous Crowds In London Pass 
Before Tomb of Emplire’s Newest 
Immortal Hero. 


London, November 11.—In historic 
Whitehall tonight, Great Britain's 
newly unveiled monument to “Her 
Glorious Dead” stood half buried be- 
neath hundreds of flowers, tokens of 
the nation's sorrowing appreciation of 
their sacrifices. 


A few hundred yards away, in 
Westminster Abbey, amidst the 
tombs of the realm’s great men _ re- 
posed the -body of the empire's “new- 
est immortal’—an unknown comrade 
of those whose deeds the cenotaph 
memorializes. 


Every part of the empire, all class- 
es of its citizens, from the king. to 
bereaved relatives of the humblest 
private, participated in the impres- 
sive unveiling ceremonies and the’ 
subsequent burial rites in the Abbey. ' 
During the ceremonies Whitehall and | 
the streets adjacent to the Abbey 
were jammed with people, most of 
whose faces mutely told the tale of! 
lost loved ones. The two minute si-| 
lence which fell over this whole con- 
course as “Big Ben,” thundered the 
hour of eleven, seemed to vibrate 
with the repressed emotions. It was 
silence broken only by the hysterical 
shriek of a woman who collapsed 
from the intensity of its spell. On 
the tenth stroke of the local gong, the 
king pulled the cord unveiling.the im- 
posing monument and, with the 
others, stood uncovered and with 
bowed heads. Then, after his wreath 
and those of the Prince of Wales and 
the official overseas representatives 
had been reverently deposited at the 
base of the cenotaph, the field-mar- 
shal pall-bearers with their hallowed 
burden moved off to the Abbey, the 
king following the flag-draped coffin. 


SOUND OF MUFFLED DRUMS 


At the conclusion of the services 
in the Abbey the sound of muffled 
drums rumbled through the ancient 
edifice, buglers sounded reveille and 
the king and members of the royal 
party filed out slowly. Throughout 
the afternoon great lines extended 
from the cenotaph through the length 
of Whitehall across Trafalgar Square 
waiting to swell the accumulation of 
flowers about the monument. 

Never before has London witness- 
ed such vast and patient crowds. 

At a late hour tonight, they .were 
still silently filing by the cenotaph, 
many depositing wreaths, and through’ 
the Abbey, past the grave of the un- 
known warrior. The Abbey was to be 
kept open to midnight, if necessary, 
for all desiring to enter. Darkness 
added greatly to the sombre impres- 
siveness of the scenes and many pain- 
ful incidents were to be observed 
within the Abbey and weeping wom- 
en, overcome with emotion, having 
to be helped along by a friendly 
policeman.

methods of teaching. Fortunately, 
time has cleared away much of this 
‘misunderstanding and has proved to 
‘all observant people that nothing can 
equal a scientific education as a pre- 
‘paration for any branch of advanced 
‘industrial work, but jt is doubtful if 
seven now the public understands 
jjust what is done by our Universities 
in training young men for the En- 
gineering Profession. 

Perhaps no clearer illustration of 
the modern method can _ be found 
than in the teaching of Mining En- 
gineering as given, for instance, at 
McGill. The students begin their 
course in October and spend seven 
months attending classes in Mathe- 
matics, Physics, and other fundamen- 
tal subjects, and in carrying out ele- 
mentary experiments-in the labora- 
tory. Then, after the spring exam- 
nations they go to a camp_in the 
country, and do practical surveying 
‘for four weeks. This ends their 
obligatory work for the year, but they 
are urged to spend at least the main 
part of the vacation in Machine 
Shops or on Surveys or other en- 
gineering enterprises, and it is sig- 
nificant of the earnest spirit of the 
students that fully 80 p.c. do this 


and at the same time earn ag7od [sional 


visits to mines carefully selected in 
advance so that the widest possible 
experience can be gained. The stu- 
dents go underground, spend their 
time watching, and if possible work- 
ing, with the regular miners, and each 
day after returning to their travel- 
ling home they compare experiences 
and write up notes, under direction 
of the staff. At one end of the 
school proper all of the men are 
given opportunities for employment 
for the remainder of the summer, in 
the mines visited, and thanks to‘the 
broad-mindedness of our Canadian 
Mine Managers (many of then? old 
McGill graduates) the students thus 
get invaluable experience, and at the 
same time earn very substantial pay. 

The value of this very practical 
summer school can only be fully ap- 
preciated when the men return to 
college for their fourth and final 
year, which is devoted to a study of 
the advanced technology of Minins. 
Matters which might otherwise be 
difficult to understand are quickly 
appreciated, the interdependence of 
theory and practice are made clear. 
and the students complete their 
course with a more mature and bal- 
anced understanding of their profes- 
duties and _ responsibilities

This Mining Field School was in- 
stituted at McGill over twenty years 
ago ,and has since been carried on 
without interruption, except that it 
was curtailed during the war. The 
extent of ground covered may be 
gathered from the fact that British 
Columbia has been visited no less 
than ten times, Nova Scotia six, New- 
foundland twice, Michigan and other 
United States mining districts three 
or four times, while Cobalt, Porcu- 
pine, Sudbury and other nearer min- 
ing fields, are almost always touched 
on the way to more distant parts.

A movement 1s on foot in Nova 
cotia for the restoration of the 
avriginal armorial bearings of that 
province in place of those adopted at 
Confederation. Most Canadians are 
unaware that in 1621 King James [. 
of England, and VI. of Scotland, as 
King of Scotland, und as a Scottish 
Measure, granted to Sir William 
Alexander (afterwards Earl of Stir- 
ling) the territory now forming the 
whole of the Provinces of Nova Sco- 
tla, New Brunswick, and Prince Ed- 
ward Island, and parts of Quebec and 
of the present State of Maine, on the 
éole condition of paying annually 
“one penny of Scottish money, if so 
much be demanded,” the purpose of 
tho grant being that Sir William 
‘might carry out a project he had in 
mind of making of this vast territory 
a New Scotland in America, as there 
.was already a New England and a 
‘New France. 

The story of Sir William Alexander 
and his efforts to carry ott his great 
project is beside the present purpose. 
It all came to little enough at the timo 
but bore fruit as we know long after- 
wards. Royal encouragement to the 
scheme given by King James was 
continued and amplified by his son 
and successor, Charles I., and among 
other marks of favor the last named 
sovereign made a grant of arms to 
Nova Scotia in these terms: Silver, a 
cross of St. Andrew blue with an in- 
escutcheon of the Royal Arms of 
Scotland. Crest, on a wreath a bunch 
of laurel and a thistle issuing from 
two hands, the one hand being in ar- 
mor and the other naked. Support- 
ers, on the dexter side the Royal uni- 
corn silver, horned, maned, and hoof- 
ed gold, {mperially crowned, gorged

It was thought that the Province had 
Uttle ground for using armorial beur= 
ings which (a8 was supposed) be- 
longed in reality to an order ot Bare 
onets. The record was not looked 
for in the right place, namely, in tho 
Lyon Office in Edinburgh, where it 
might have been found, and so the 
College of Heralds in London, sup- 
Posing no doubt that the field was 
clear, proceeded to prepare arms and 
@ new seal for Nova Scotia as a Prove 
ince of the Dominion of Canuda, not 
moved thereto by the Provincial au- 
thorities of the day, but in opposition 
to their wishes. The new Great Seal 
wes received in December, 1869, but 
was neither welcomed nor adopted 
nor proclaimed by the Lieutenante 
Governor-in-Council, but pigeon-hold 
ed, and left unused for years after~ 
wards, If the Provincial authorie 
tles had been aware of the strength! 
of the case for the old arms it is na- 
tural to suppose that they would’ 
have held out against any change, 
but in course of time they gave way, 
and allowed the matter to go by de- 
fault in favor of the new order. 

But even then the ancient arms did’ 
not go wholly out of memory. The 
Shicld is still to be seen, not only on 
the old office doors in the Province 
building, but on odd ploces of jewelry 
of much later date, and the full 
achievement appears on the Bank of 
Nova Scotia $10 notes, of the issue of 
January 2nd, 1919! In this last case 
the Indian sinister supporter is shown:

Love of Violent Color Evolved by the 
Russian Ballet. 


London, November 1.—Why are 
thin, angular women the rage at one 
time, and small, plump, round-faced, 
innocent-eyed damsels at another? 


Artists have always inspired wom- 
en to change of appearance. The 
Venus of Milo and the art ‘of Phidias 
and Praxiteles probably made the 
dressmakers and_ hairdressers of 
ancient Greece do the best they 
could with impossible customers. No 
woman of her own accord could have 
dreamed of looking like a Botticelli. 
You can trace the smooth banded 
hair of mid-Victorian days ( a fash- 
fon resuscitated since), to the ador- 
ation of Raphael, just as we owed 
the. Bunne-Jones the elongated lady 
with soulful, lack-lustre eyes; to Mil- 
lais, the open-eyed damsel; and_ to 
Alma Tadema, the pseudo-classical 
ladies of every suburban dance. All 
these were to be seen in London so- 
ciety a decade or so ago. Then there 
were the statuesque women of Du 
Maurier. Every woman who could 
looked like one of his drawings. 


Sonfetimes, of course, a famous 
woman will set a fashion, but in her 
turn she has generally been inspired 
by an artist. Of recent years Bakst 
and the Russian ballet have evolved 
the attenuated lady’ with the lure of 
strange angularity and a_ love of 
violent color. As to fashions in 
dress, there is nothing new under the 
sun. 


This is being written beneath the 
portrait of a lady who is represented 
as wearing a low dress in the day- 
time. It is not cut low enough to 
excite American bishops to a protest. 
The dress is actually slipping from 
the shoulders—and in broad sunlight 
too. It is not the picture of a shame- 
less baggage, but of a dignified 
mother seventy years ago, a Ma- 
donna in a low morning dress.

IN 1867 


THE STORY OF AN UNKNOWN 
HERO OF FOURTEEN YEARS 


(By the late Rev. Dr. Moses Harvey, 
_4n the Public Ledger, 1867).

There are true heroes in the 
humblest walks of life, as well as in 
the high places of the field. « “The 
short and simple annals of the poor,” 
if written, would disclose some of the 
noblest instances of _ self-sacrifice, 
and brave endurance for the sake of 
others, that have ever glorified. our 
humanity, and lifted our souls to 
higher levels. A very touching illus- 
tration of this has just been related 
to me, by one who has recently re- 
turned from Labrador. I shall en- 
deavor to tell the tale briefly and 
simply. 

The awful hurricane that raged 
along the coast of Labrador on the 
9th of October last, has no parallel 
in the memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant. The sea rose, in many places, 
thirty or forty feet higher than it 
had ever been ‘known to rise before. 
Cliffs that had stood the buffeting of 
the waves, without . perceptible 
change, for half a century, gave way 
before the furious rush of the watery 
battalions. Huge boulders that the 
united efforts of twenty strong , men 
could not move, were hurled from 
their beds and carried far up the beach 
by the mighty swing of ocean. Blind- 
ing snowdrifts, showers of hail, sleet 
and rain, accompanied the _ tempest. 
Alas! for the poor fishermen along 
that ironbound coast, whose frail 
barques were not sufficiently sheltered 
from the storm. In a few hours thir- 
ty vessels were driven ashore and 
swallowed in the boiling surges; some 
fifteen hundred human beings were 
shipwrecked, and more than thirty met 
a watery grave, or perished of cold 
and hunger on the inhospitable coast. 
The produce of months of hard tot! 
was swept away. 

A ‘vessel named the Renfrew, 
Delaney Master, with a large number 
of men, women and children on board, 
tried hard to ride out the hurricane, 
but at last she dragged her anchors 
and was driven ashore. With great 
difficulty all on board were _ safely 
landed. Drenched with rain, blinded 
by the snow-drifts, shivering in the 
cutting blasts, they found themselves 
without food or shelter, the nearest 
hut, being five miles distant. Night 
cloged in as the last of them were 
dragged ashore. Their only hope lay 
in endeavoring to reach the huts; 
and through the darkness and storm 
those who were able staggered on 
along the pathless wilderness in 
search of shelter. Who can picture 
the horrors of that awful night of 
suffering? When the morning sun 
shone out, nineteen women and child- 
ren lay dead on ‘the shore. One group 
of children were found clasped in each 
other’s arms, sunk in the mud to their 
knees, frozen, all dead! During the 
darkness and confusion of landing, 
four young children were separated 
from their parents, who sought for 
them in vain, and at length gave them 
up for lost. A boy of fourteen years 
of age encountered these -poor li¢tle 
ones; and learning their deplorable 
plight, he resolved to do what he 
could to save their lives. Making 
the shivering children lie down, lock- 
ed, in each other’s arms, he set to 
work resolutely collecting moss an 
piling it on them, layer after layer, 
till at length the piercing cold was 
partially excluded. Then having for- 
tunately discovered a fragment of 
sail, he spread it over all, rolling 
stones on the extremities to retain it 
in place. By hard toil he collected 
more moss, and increased the rude 
covering, until the poor little sufferers 
ceased to cry with the bitter cold, 
and sank into a slumber. Through 
all the dreary hours of that awful 
night this heroic boy remained by 
these children, guarding them from 
the blasts, and speaking to them, 
when they awoke, words of cheer and 
hope. He might have taken refuge 
in the,huts; but he would not leave 
his helpless charge. At length day- 
ight appeared and then he turned his 
tottering steps toward the _ huts, 
to look for aid. When halfway he met 
the parents of the missing children 
coming out to search for ‘their dead 
bodies. He told them where they 
were to-be found; and on lifting the 
covering of moss their hearts throb- 
bed joyfully to find their children 
alive and refreshed with sleep. But 
alas! on the way back, they found 
the noble boy who had saved their 
children’s lives at the expense of his 
own, lying dead! * Nature was ex- 
hausted after the fatigues and expos- 
ure of the night; and unable to reach 
the friendly shelter, he sank and ex- 
pired, like the soldier who thrust the 
despatch with which he was entrusted 
into his wound, lest it should fall in- 
to the hands of the enmy, and then 
lay down to die. Our pulses have 
throbbed over the story of the boy 
who 

“Stood on the burning deck 

Whence all but he had fled,” 


and though the flames were curling 
round him, refused to move till his 
father,’ who had placed: him at the 
post of duty, should give the order to 
retire. But I think the deed of this 
gallant young hero of Newfoundland, 
deserves record among the brightest 
acts of unselfish heroism. Picture 
him in that night of storm, on the 
savage shore of Labrador, when the 
hardiest fishermen were driven to 
shelter, though their fellow creatures 
were perishing around, as they cried 
in vain for help, with the howl of the 
tempest, and the roar of the angry 
surges in his ears, struggling alone 
to shelter and save these poor help- 
less children—feeling his own 
strength ebbing away, and yet, at the 
call of humanity, refusing to listen to 
the promptings of self-preservation— 
giving up his young life on behalf of 
others! Consider, too, that those he 
saved had no claims of blood or kin- 
dred on him. No prospect of praise 
or reward sustained him through 
those hours of darkness. No eye but 
His to whom “darkness and light are 
both alike” marked his heroism. It 
was a deed of pure, unselfish love.. 
I have not beén able to ascertain the 
name of this gallant boy; but when 
in after years the tale of the awful 
hurricane of 1867 on the Labrador, 
shall be told around the hearths of 
the fishermen, shall not this heroic 
deeds be told also “for a memorial” 
of ,him; and shall {t not awaken 
young hearts to similar deeds pt self- 
sacrifice. 

The survivors dug a common gsrave 
for the dead; and in it, with bitter. 
heart-wrung tears. husbands laid

The 
young hero whose tale I have told 
sleeps with the others in this lonely 
grave. But another for was laid 
there—that of a moth who was 
found dead, with a living infant cling- 
ing to her bosom, and endeavoring to 
draw nourishment from her bosom— 


a sight that wrung tears from men 


who seldom wept. With a_ love 
stronger than death, the poor mother 
had stripped herself. of her clothing, 
wrapped it round her babe, and then 
clasping it to her bosom™~ so as to 
shelter it from the blast, she sank 
into a death-stupor. In the morning, 
the unconscious babe looked up 
smiling into the faces of the sur- 
vivors, from its shelter on the dead 
mother’s borom. O mighty power of 
love, that throbs often most strong- 
ly in the bosom of the humblest— 
those whom we in pride and scorn, 
pass by with contempt—prompting 
to deeds of self-sacrifice that show 
what depths of tenderness slumber 
unsuspected in human hearts, and 
proving to what heights humanity 
may rise. How poor does many ‘a 
deed that has heen sung by poet, ap- 
pear when contrasted with the acts 
of this nameless fisher-boy and poor. 
loving mother. Dead boy! Dead 
mother! How your deeds of love 
lrighten this scene of horrors, carry- 
ing our thoughts up to that Infinite 
Love who gave Himself for our poor 
lost humanity; rehuking our cold self- 
ishness, and saying to all go and do 
something to help and comfort your 
suffering brothers! O dark mystery 
of sorrow, pain and death! In pres-
